WASHINGTON, April J4 (/I^- Family, friends and the 
nation's great, paid the capital's last homage to Franklin ^; 
Rooflovelt today in tho sad splendor of a White House funeral. 

Over tho world millions joined in the moumin; for the man 
who symbolized for them tho ideals and aspirations of the 
United States. 

Their high diplomatfc representatives stood for them be- 
side the bier In the famed cast room of the executive mansion^ 
In a flag'-drapcd casket, tho body of the fallen leader ar- 
rived from Warm Springs, Ga., at 7:G0 a. m. was carried 
along the once-triumphnl inaugural route from the union 
station to the executive mnnfiion, paat between aOO.OOO and 
400,000 capital residents who stooti in cholted silence. 

The black army caisson brought the late President to the 
door of the mansion at 9 :16 a. m. At 2 p. m., President Harry 
S. Truman joined the widow nnd close relatives, associates 
of many years and representatives of many foreign govem- 
menta iti the rites of ti\c Episcopal church. 

In the flower-decked room, tho carfcot stood on a small 
oriental rug before an altar. 

The Right Rev. Angus Dun, Episcopal bishop of Washing- 
ton, officiated at the simple 23-mInute ceremony of the faith 
In which Mr. Roosevelt was a lifelong communicant. 

On one side stood a vncont wheel- 
chair— mute aymbol of the malady 
which muck the Prealdent down In 
hlj prime but couldn't keep him 
do«m.' 

Only a smoU tracUon ot tho huge 
tiOKfls el the monUng funeral pro- 
cession remained outside but they 
were the faithful who refused to de- 
part, sUuidlng across tho street Id 
lUent tribute.

■ deep in war. the sudden death or President 
;■ Roosevelt came not altogether aa a surprise

Those who remembered President Wilson

President Roosevelt had the loyal sup- 
port of a great majority of the American 
people, and, as a man who has given his life 
to the service ol his country, he should be 
mourned sincerely by every true American, 
even by those who could never agree with his 
policies. That Is only in keeping with the 
spirit of a true democracy, 

Ho was OUR President. It was the people 
of the United States who elected and con- 
tinued to re-elect hhn as their leader.

In other words, a bad conscience is urging the 
Germans to try lo keep tho Russians out and to flee 
toward the Americans and the British. But don't 
think that they love ui or the British. They have 
been taught lo hale the British, as Germany's chief 
rival m Europe— betore tho Rusilin upsurge— and to 
dlsUke ua for laico thwarllna their evil conspiracies 
ol connuest. It Is only that they Uilnk ot us, probably 
In contempt, as less violent, leas vengeful. Probsbly, 
among themselves, they Epeak of the "aolt democ- 
racies." It would servo them right IT tho Rusjlsna 
should overrun all of Germanyr-Uiaaoulu Mlisoulian.

SHOULD MANAGEMENT 
BE UNIONIZED? 



A Statement by General Motors 



M, HE National Labor delations Board 
has ordered a bargaining election among 
the foremen and other superviaory 
groups of a Detroit automobile company. 
Tliis company is not a part of General 
Motors, but wc arc concerned witli tlie 
principles involved. 

TJiia confusing nction_ by tlie Board 
mcnns that it is satictioning and pro- 
moting the unionization of manai^cincnt 
personnel, in spite of tho fact that tho 
National Labor Relations Act includes 
as an employcr ". . . any person acting 
in the interests ot an employer directly 
or indirectly," 

We are auvo that Congresa did not 
intend to approve unionization of man- 
agement when it passed tho Act, . _ 
The results if applied throughout indus- 
try would bo bad for the management 
prroups involved, bad for industry, bad 
for labor, bad for America. 

Bfld for Foremen 

Wc think it would bo bad for foremen 
if American industry should be com- 
pelled to malie a change in its proven 
type of organization, which would un- 
avoidably reduce tho foreman's status, 
diminish his rcaponaibility, authority 
and influence, dccreaso his opportunities 
for personal advancement 
In General Motors, foremen have always 
had important responsibilities and 
authority. 

We liavc always guarded tho status of 
our foremenj and have provided special 
training to improve their abilities, in- 
crease their cfBcicncy and enhance tjieir 
opportunities for promotion to oven 
more important management positions. 
The great majority of General Motors' 
principal executives at one time were 
foremen. 

We are convinced that it would bo im- 
possible for a foreman to follow both 
management and union leaderships at 
the same time, and under those condi- 
tions to carry on all his duties as they 
now exist All elements of management 
must have a common objective. 
It would obviously bo iniposaiblei for 
instance, for him as a fellow unionist 
with those under him, to perform his 
functions which relate lo their working 
conditions, wages, promotions and as- 
signments on tne unbiased boats which 
is essential to good management 

Bad for Industry 

From our experience both before and

production. 

Anything which would require a change 
in this set-up would interfere with em- 
ployer-employe relations and with pro- 
duction. 

For example, there have been many 
strikes in war production plants, par- 
ticularly, in Michigan. Cnarges have 
been made that workmen have been 
loal^ng in plants engaged in war pro- 
duction and th^t they are being paid 
high wages for not workinff. We are _ 
conscious that thbpiiblic feels that there 
must be something wrong. The attempt 
to tear down the position and authority 
of foremen and to unionize members of 
management is importantly contribut- 
ing to this condition. 



Bad for iMlfor 

. As a matter of fact, tho close^ntact 
method is about the only way that man- 



agement and labor can work h'armoni* 
ously together in large organizations. 
Much la said theso days about coopera- 
tion. It would bo a serious handicap to 
any hopes for teamwork and the pursuit 
of common interests, if anything wero 
done to remove this facilify for knowins; 
and understanding each other. 
It is our firm, sincere belief tliat loss 
of this close contact would make har- 
monious relations between management 
and labor almost impossible and would 
interfere with practical collective bar- 
gaining. 

Bad far America 

The removal of foremen from their 
'-present- position as a'vltat.'iiitegfaTpafE' 
of management would require reormni- 
zationof.foctory managemcntonabaaia - 
far more complicated and decidedly less 
effective. Necessary factory discipline 
would suffer, worker efficiency would 
bo impaired. 

We believe the effect on ffow-on tho 
public as a whole-would be very real. 
It would interfere with the war effort 
It would make war materials coat more. 
It would slow up postwar reconversion 
to civilian producuon. 
It would delay adequate postwar output 
of cars, refrigerators, ranges, furniture 
-all the things pcoplo need so much and 
have waited for so long, 
Finally-and, in tho long run, nerhapa 
most important of all-it would so in- 
crease production costs as to boost 
prices and the cost of living, and make 
the problem of reasonably full employ- 
ment much more difficult. 

Action Catted Wor 

When people hava as deep a conviction 
about anything as we have about unlon- 
iiing management, they ought to do 
something atiout it, . 
If tho mcaninff of the National Labor 
Itclationa Act can bo so confused as to 
promote unionization of management' 
and thus impair the cffcctlvotiess of the . 
American production system of which 
wo are all 8o proud-then the mcaainB ' 
ought to bo cleared up. 
General Motors believes -«id' hopes ■ 
others will feel the sama-that it is a 
patriotie duty, a doty to the for^on^ to 
industry, to labor, and to th« public u - r 
a whole-to oppose the unionizatiOQ of ' 
management by eveiy proper and law- 
ful means. ^ .
